R. A. Secord Is Kicked 
to Death by Gang of 
bernie sai en.

Richard A. Secord, a private detective, 
was beaten and kicked to death, the 
victim of a tragic blunder by a gang of 
railroad employés on Princeton avenue 
near Forty-seventh street last evening. 

Secord had represented himself as an 
engineer to Michael Sullivan, a saloon- 
keeper,. while seeking information in 
Sullivan's saloon, 302 West Forty- 
seventh street. He told Sullivan he was 
“looking up’’ his ‘old friend "’ Murphy, 


| who lives at 4735 Princeton avenue. He 


casually remarked that me was a rail- 
road engineer. 
‘Suspect He’s a Spotter. 

‘The remark is believed to have been 
overheard by the crowd at the bar, most 
of whom are railroad men, employed in 
the stockyards switching yards. Sev- 
feral of them had heard of fellow em- 
ployés being summarily discharged fol- 
lowing “ spotter’s"’ 
had been seen entering saloons. 

There was a hum of voices. Then fol- 
lowed curses. Then cries of ‘‘ Lynch the 
spy.’’ The detective was struck in the 
face by the fist of one of the men. He 
fell to the floor. 

Sullivan, the saloonkeeper, endeavored 
to restrain the men, but they pushed him 
aside. Finally he managed to drag the 
prostrate detective to a rear room. The 
men followed, battering on the door for 
admission.

He 
started to run down the street and had 
nearly reached an alley when a score 
of men jumped on him. 

Fists and feet forced him to the 
ground. There he remained the helpless 
victim to the heavy shoes of the gang. 
Policeman Patrick Murphy of the Stock- 
yards station, on his way home, heard 
the noise and dashed to the rescue. The 
gang scattered in all directions. 3

No Indicated Shortage. 
Appearing with Secretary Houston be- 
fore the senate committee were the rep- 
resentatives of the farmers’ organiza- 
tions. Mr. Houston asserted that) aside 
from the wheat and potato crops, there 
been no indicated shortage of staple 
oodstuffs. The nation needs for its 
normal domestic requirements about 
640,000,000 bushels of wheat a year, he 
explained, including 80,000,000 bushels 
for seeding purposes. That amount, he 
sald, was about this year’s crop. Last 
year the nation had a “ carrying over ”’ 
of about 170,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
From July 1 last until March 1 last the 
amount exported was about 130,000,000 
bushels. With all these facts in mind 
the secretary said it was hard to deter- 
mine the cause for $2.32 wheat. 

‘“‘T think,” Mr. Houston said, “ the 
high prices are due to a combination of 
circumstances.” 

‘**A combination of circumstances and 
people,”’ suggested Senator Kenyon. 

‘* Maybe,”, replied the secretary.

Taxes Not to Be Retroactive.

This had been 
proposed by the treasury department in 
the assessment of the excess profits, cor- 
poration and income ‘taxes, 

In a general way the committee agreed 


of the treasury department by which 
approximately $1,800,000,000 could be 
raised. However, certain items proposed 
by the department will be rejected and 
certain other iterms not proposed by the 
department will be inserted in the Dill. 
For instance, the subcommitte was al- 
moet unanimously of the belief mail rates 
ought to be increased. Second class mail 
rates probably will be increased so the 
government will get a great part of the 
$88,000,000 that it now spends annually 
ta keep up the second class service. 
These rates probably will be increased 
to take care of as much as fifty or sixty 
millions of the present deficit.
